( CHINESE SERVANTS. 

Housfekeepert! bewail their unfortunate 
fate in not having tho honolit of tinined 
servanbs— of a dass that are servants liy 
iidtcritance and havi- no aspirations to l)e 
anything else. When the uu ek-apiieariiig 
Ohineaocanio ainoiij; lus, silent .-ind docile, 
his a[)pearanco was hailed as a relief. The 
harassed luntsekeepor said not tohoraelf, 
hut openly, that a race so sendleat home, 
so clearly divided intu elasses, and so jia- 
tient through a long inheritariee of dnul- 
gery, would ultiuialoly make tho brsl 
sorvants.in the world. Wliilo there i.-, no 
csiMpo from the chias coiulilioiiB in Chin.., 
tho Chinese are quick to learn that they 
are not so bound do^vn in tlus countiy. 
They see tho op]iortuiiitios offered to their 
countrynu'ii, and soon cease to roi,','ird do- 
mestic service as a periiiiinent occii]>ation. 
Tho restraints of despotism removed, tliey 
are in one sense at liberty to do as tlioy 
will, without tho mental and moral disci- 
pline which, in a measure, restrains the 
passions of a corresponding class of the 
Caucasian race. It is pretty clear 
that tho average Chinaman has little 
or no moral sense. Ho may have 
superstitious fear, but has little of tho 
sense of responsibility which regidatos 
conduct from an iiidividinil 8tnnui>oint. 
As a rule they have little or no real af- 
fection for niendiers of auotlier race. .\ 
Chinese lioy brought uj) in an En;.;liah 
family and treated with the ennaidoration 
most English people have for their house 
servants, does not appear to become at- 
tached to the family. He shows none of 
tho devotion of other races in siihoitlinate 
positions. Tho colored servant is invar- 
iably attached to a family in which he 
lives and is kindly treated. Their devo- 
tion has often retichod tho j)oiiit of self- 
sacritico. Indians have sonietiuies sh'iwn 
goiiuino attachment to a white family. 
If there areanyinstaiices (jf similardevotion 
on the part of Chinese, they are rare. 
On the other liaml, the nuirders and rub- 
heries that Chinese domestics h.ive plan- 
ned and executed on their euiphiyers and 
benefactors warrant tho conclusion that 
they are deficient in tho qualities of heart 
which good serv.mts slnuild possess. 



THE COERCION BILL. 

It. is very evident that tho .Salisbury 
government hiiK struck .1 snag on the 
coercion bill. , The featurea of th.^t 
jneasiire. so ' disstic in their effect, 
were abnorreiit to that stern senao of 
justice which is characteristic of the Brit- 
ish nation, and in eliminating the clause 
conipulling trials to take place at West- 
minster the goveriuuent wisely avoided 
the defeat of the entire schi'ine.

Shortly after 
his arrival hero be >vas joined by a 
bewitching young lady who, it is said, 
assisted the auscoptiblo Clark in diverting 
froui the jiaths of virtue and right.

Folir Indians who arrived from tho 
west coast yesterday brought the news 
that a .9choo\ior had been lost some tlurty 
miles bolow Capo Flattery, and had drift- 
ed ashore bottom up. This from the des- 
cription of hor dimensions and that of a 
quantity of wreckage which lias been 
washed ashore, ia believed to be the Ac- 
tive. Tho Indiana, however, do not 
know the name of the lost schooner, and 
havo no information beyond what they 
have received from tribes along (he 
coast. In tho opinion of many it appears 
probable that the wreck may be the same 
ono as reported from that jNirt of the 
coast some days ago, and wliich has in 
Homo way got niLjced up with the name of 
tho missing schooner. Tho fact, how- 
ever, that tho relatives of the twenty- 
eight Indians from tho west coast who 
wero on board, have burned the hitter's 
houses in mourning for them looks omi- 
noas. The general improasion among 
m.-irine men is that tho Active is gone. 
She is said to havo been ovon in good bal- 
last rather cranky, and as she wont out 
rather light it is not iniprobiiblo that she 
was overtiu'uod in the heavy gale which 
took place about the 1st inst. Mr. J. Gut- 
mnnn, one of the owners, a young man 
about 25 years of age, was on board. 
Ho has a brother in cliargo of a trading 
Ht.ation on the west ci>aat, and another 
brother. in San Francisco, a.", ■\yidl as a.fiviv 
relatives and a largo circle of frioiuls in 
this city. They have almost despaired of 
ever seeing him .again. Oapt. Hans 
GuttorniBon was in command. He has a 
wife in San Francisco, who has ttdo- 
graphed several times enquiring for tho 
latest information re.siiocting the missing 
vessel. Tho other white men on boaril 
wero Otto Jacobsoii, a brother of Capt.
